Ju d ge W rig h t then delegat 
ed the task of fu rth er spe aking to 
Ju dge Sta nto n, whose shoulders were 
broad enough to stand the burden 
Judge Stanton told a funny story of 
a ju ry in his district who had re­ 
ceived their instructions and who had 
been left to their d e l i b e r a t i o n , the 
judge retu rning to his home in B e ­ 
midji, 
Next 
morning came a call 
from the clerk th a t they could not 
agree. 
The judge returned and ask 
ed the foreman why they could not 


agree. 
‘ “ ‘I t ’s th is way.* ” said the fore­ 
man. “ We find It hard to under­ 


stand your obstructions.* 
T h e judge read the 
instructions 


again and they brought in a verdict 
In IO minute*. 
Which caused Judge 
Stanton to com ment th a t if Juries had 
typewritten 
copies 
of 
Instructions, 
they would rind them real Instruc 
tions instead of obstructions 
Ju d ge Stanton asserted that every 


county seat with six or more lawyers 
should give a regular banquet or be 
held in contempt of court. 
It was 
the first time in ten years he hat! the 
pleasure of meeting all the lawyers 
And it was seldom too th at he met 
all the judges of the district. 
He 
hoped it would not be long before all 
would be able to meet again. 
Toastm aster Flemin g said a dis­ 
trict liar association would be a bene­ 
ficial 
thing and 
most interesting. 
They could hold picnic^, reunions, etc 
N. B. Arnold, of Duluth, said the 
presence of the three judges of the 
district s it tin g en banc, was to hear a 
case in w iiich he represented the state 
as special county attorney of Kooch ­ 
iching county. 
He spoke of the bar 


m e e tin g s in Superior and Duluth. He 
then told a story that originated in 
Ko ochiching 
county. 
One of the 
county commissioners who had the 
honor of being suspended for a tim e 
was in a war argument concerning 
the weather and reasoned that heavy 
shipments of munitions and supplies 
to the allies had thrown the earth 
out of kilter, producing the vagaries 
in the weather and heavy rains.

FIELD BEANS 
By A. C. Am y, head of section of 
F arm Crops 
Tho common field or navy bean, Is 
one of the Important food crops in 
this country. 
It belongs to the same 
family as clover and alfalfa, which 
are such im portant field crops. 
Beans 
are very rich in protein, and are 
ready for domestic use just as soon as 
they have dried out. 
We urge that 
the planting of field beans be extend- 
d this year in order to increase the 
supply next fall. 
The United States 
does not produce enough to supply 
the demand ami thousands of bushels 
are imported every year. 
It seems 
evident that the supply will be cut 
short again this season. 
The average yield per acre is about 
fifteen 
bushels. 
In 
tests made at 
University Farm from 1913 to 1915, 
the average yield wa* a little more 
than 
16 bushels. 
The states pro­ 
ducing the most beans are California, 
Michigan and New York. 
, SOILS 
Light 
solid, 
the sandy 
loams and loams, arq, better suited to 
beans than -heavier soils. 
On rich. 
heavy soils the yield is less. owing 
to the excessive vine growth. 
In tile 
regular rotation, beans should take 
part of tile space reserved to corn and 
potatoes. 
Clover sod plowed in the 
fall is an ideal soli. 
SEED 
Several varieties are com 
monly grown, but small navy beans 
command the highest m arket price 
and less seed is required per acre. 
Only choice hand selected feed should 
be used. 
From JO to 4 5 pounds of 
^eed of the sm aller varieties, and 
from CO to 75 pounds of the larger 
varieties are used per acre. 
SEEDED 
Land plowed in the fall 
should be thoroughly worked again 
to help in starting the weed seeds. 
In the spring to make it mellow and 
Early and constant cultivation be­ 
fore the seed Im sown will help re 
duce the weeding later. 
Too much 
care cannot be given in preparing the 
seedbed. 
PLANTING 
As young bean plants 
are sensative to frost, planting should 
be delayed until danger from that 
source is pant, but delaying too long 
does not give the beans time to m a­ 
ture before frost in the fall. 
In the 
northern bean-growing sections It is 
advisable not to plant beans until 
after the corn ha* been 
planted. 
From May 20 to June IO, depending 
upon the latitude, is the usual time. 
Under average conditions in the 
humid regions, beans should be plan t­ 
ed I V4 or 2 Inches deep. 
W ith moist­ 
ure conditions favorable, nothing Is 
gained by deeper planting. 
W ith leu* 
favorable moisture conditions, It Is 
necessary to plant the 
beans deep 
enough so that they are surrounded 
by moist soil, 
The highest yields per acre at Uni­ 
versity Farm have 
been 
obtained 
where the beans were drilled In rows 
24 inches apart, with the plants a p ­ 
proximately four inches apart in the 
rows. 
CULTIVATION— Only such c u lti­ 
vation should be given as is needed to 
keep the soil mellow and the crop free 
from 
weeds, 
F u rth e r 
cultivation 
adds to the expense of producing the 
crop w ithout proportionately increas­ 
ing the yield. 
To avoid leaf and pod 
diseases, beans should not be cu lti­ 
vated when the leaves are wet with 
heavy dews or rains. 
HARVESTING— A bean harvester 
is commonly vised in the bean-grow­ 
ing sections. 
Thin machine leaves 
two rows of the beans together In a 
windrow. 
The harvester is usually 
followed by two men who put the 
beans In small bunches. 
After d ry ­ 
ing for a day or two. the bunches are 
turned and moved so th a t two or 
three windrows are left by th** h a r ­ 
vester are put into one, which leaves 
•pace for driving between. 
T urning 
is continued as needed until the beans 
are dry enough to stack or store in 
barn*. 
Care should be used in h an d ­ 
ling and storing the beans before they 
are threshed go th a t they will not be­ 
come discolered or moldy. 
THRESHING— Special 
threshers 
called "beaners" are used In the bean 
growing sections.

are usually threshed with flails or

BILLS TO CONTROL 


FOOD SUPPLY APPEAR 


W ashington, May I.— The adm inis­ 
tration’s food control legislation was 
introduced in Inst Ii houses of congress, 
In the house Chairman Lever of tile 
agricultural coiiimitt*>e offered a bil! to i 
give the agricultural department di* 
reel supervision 
of 
food production 
and distribution. 
The program was 
put before the senate Iii a resolution 
by Senator Gore, chairman of Cie sen­ 
ate committee 
The m easures proposed do not cover 
price Axing or control of grain enter 
inc into the manufacture of liquors. 
These subjects will be dealt with in 
m easures to be drawn later. 
Twentv-flve million dollirrs is asked 
for the agricultural departm ent’s use 
in administering tile program. 
The legislation calls for an imme­ 
diate su rv e y -of the country’s food re­ 
sources and confers |>ower on the de 
part ment to prevent speculation an*! 
price manipulation. 
It would provide for equitable dis­ 
tribution and would suspend the law 
prohibiting the mixing of flour,

fertlizers.
